Washin g ton , April 27.—The tearin g 
down of the American flag from the 
con sulate at Mon terey , Mex., an d the 
imprison men t of Phillip C. Han n a of 
Waterloo, la., con sul g en eral, by Mex i­ 
can federals was reported to Secretary 
Bry an by Mr. Han n a. 
The in ciden t Is a much more flag ran t 
In sult to the American Hag an d g ov­ 
ern men t than that which occurred at 
Tampico on April 9 last. 
Mr. Han n a 
was kept prison er In the state palace 
at Mon terey un til the town was cap­ 
tured by the con stitution alists, who re­ 
leased him. 
Consul T ells of Insult. 
Con sul Han n a’s teleg ram follows: 
“Mon terey , Mex., April 2t>, 19 14. 
"Secretary of State, Washin g ton 
April 24, 1 p. m.: 
"On the 21st of April a federal mili­ 
tary officer by the n ame of Capt. Al­ 
varez del Castillo, eviden tly In structed 
by the federal military comman der to 
tear down all American Hag s, arrived 
at this con sulate g en eral with a street 
mob 
he had 
g athered, about 
four 
o’clock in the aftern oon , an d poun ded 
on the door an d deman ded that the 
American flag over this con sulate g en ­ 
eral be immediately lowered, or he 
would shoot It down , an d the other fed­ 
erals proceeded to tear down all Amer­ 
ican flag s, stan din g on them makin g 
speeches throug hout the City of Mon ­ 
terey , burn in g some of them an d tear­ 
in g them up, an d leavin g them piled 
in the middle of the streets. 
Consul Held Prisoner. 
“It was the most In sultin g act that I 
or an y of the people of Mon terey have 
ever witn essed. 
They then placed a 
police g uard in fron t of this con sulate 
g en eral an d all the In mates in this 
buildin g were con sidered prison ers. 
“The n ex t morn in g a police lieuten ­ 
an t arrived to search the buildin g . 
"The in sultin g search was completed 
about i*oon . when y our con sul g en eral 
was taken prison er throug h the streets 
with the mob an d carried first to the 
pen iten tiary an d afterward to the state 
g overn men t palace, which buildin g has 
been for some time military headquar­ 
ters an d fortified, an d was the object 
of special attack by the then attackin g 
forces. 
“While 1 was placed un der heavy 
g uard in the g ran d reception room of 
the state palace, I fully realized that I 
was con stan tly bein g con siderably in ­ 
sulted an d g reatly humiliated, n ot on 
accoun t of my person ality , but on ac-

Mob Boards Train. 
The n ews was g iven to Mr. Can ada 
by Alfred Doerr, man ag er for the 
American Smeltin g & Refin in g com­ 
pan y , who succeeded in fleein g from 
Ag uascalien tes to Vera Cruz. 
Both 
parties of American s were fleein g for 
the Un ited States by rail. 
On e party left Ag uascalien tes on a 
train for Vera Cruz. 
A drun ken mob 
at En carn ació n en tered the train an d 
ordered all American s out of the cars, 
say in g that they were to be killed. 
While the American s were parley in g 
with the drun ken men there appeared 
a small party of Mexican soldiers, 
whose otticer protested ag ain st the 
summary ex ecution of the American s. 
He then drove the refug ees in to the 
rear car, which was un coupled from 
the train an d left stan din g on the 
track. 
Arrest U. S. Consul.

affairs in Vera Cruz under their own 
laws disappeared. 
Admiral Fletcher and his staff deter­ 
mined that there should be

til further notice the residents of this 
port will live and be judged by mili­ 
tary law. 
The word has gone forth 
that disorder and unruliness in any 
form shall receive swift and severe 
punishment.
